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Deer vs. Cars 


An Expensive but Worthwhile Purchase of 1,200 Tracking Devices

Ss everyone knows, Ferry Road in North 

Haven is one of the most dangerous drives 
in the Hamptons as far as collisions between 
cars and deer are concerned. Motorists worry 
they might miss the ferry. The road is long and 
straight. Yet at any moment a deer might dart 
out and try to cross the road in front of you. 

To deal with this problem, the Town of 
North Haven has decided to begin a high-tech 
operation that will prevent accidents once and 
for all by making use of darts with GPS locaters 
on them. Also, the operation will be carried out 
by all the over-18 adult local residents of the 
Village during the next two months, before the 
tourist season begins. 

“It will be a fun operation,” Supervisor Addison 
said. “And it will bring all of us residents closer 
together, something which has been needing 
to happen for some time here, to judge by the 
yelling matches at board meetings.” 

Supervisor Addison has contracted with a 
little known company called the Apex Deer Dart 
Company, run by his daughter-in-law, which will 
provide dart blowguns and GPS software darts 
to all the citizens in North Haven. During the 
next two months, every citizen over the age of 
18 will be required to set aside what they are 
doing temporarily and go out into the woods 
surrounding that town to blow a single dart into 


the rump of every deer he or she can find. The 
operation ends May 15. 

“About 1,400 people live in North Haven in 
the summertime,” the Supervisor said. “And 
our last deer count was 800 deer. We want to 
be humane. We don’t want anybody, deer or 
human, hurt. And so tomorrow we are mailing 
out instruction sheets to all the residents, 
showing them how to use a dart blowgun. In 
addition, we are making a team of experts from 
Apex Deer Dart available every Saturday and 
Sunday at Town Hall on Ferry Road for hands- 
on instruction, including target practice on the 
lawn out back.” 

Addison thought to provide this service when 
he learned about the shark-tagging operation 
going on at Woods Hole in Massachusetts. 
Sharks with these tags (behind their fin) can be 
tracked all up and down the East Coast every 
hour of the day. 

His daughter-in-law, Sherry, contacted 
a company called the Lotex Wireless Dart 
Company in Newmarket, Ontario about the cost 
of devices currently being used to tag the rams 
of Western Canada so everyone knows where 
the rams are at all times. Buying one and figuring 
out how it works, she has opened a small factory 
here in North Haven to manufacture darts 
like the ones at Lotex, but slightly different so 
they can’t sue her, at a price only slightly higher 
than Lotex’s.

“The darts are hardly felt by these animals 
when they hit. They stay in. Deer cannot bite 
their own rumps, so the tag stays. And each tag 
has a bright red disk the size of a silver dollar 
with bad-tasting glue on one side, so when 
the dart hits, the red disk stays glued to the 
hide there. It tastes bad so no deer could get 
another deer to bite it off. Anyway, with the red 
disk, residents will only dart the rumps of deer 
that don’t have one. Once all are darted, all 
accidents will be avoidable, because we'll know 
where all the deer are all the time.” 

Sherry has contracted with the major American 
car companies to modify their dashboard video 
software to accommodate the Apex Dart locater 
dots. By July, all darted deer will show up on all 
car dashboard screens as glowing white dots. 
See one on the road, slow down and pull over. 
Let the deer across. 

According to the Supervisor, the cost of this 
operation will result in homeowner taxes only 
going up 85% next year. But sometimes you do 
what you hafta do. 

Also, a law just enacted by the Town Board 
will require that anyone darting a deer in any 
location other than the rump is to be prosecuted 
to the fullest extent of the endangered 
species laws. 

“We want nothing to go wrong with 
this operation,” the Supervisor said, “and 
nothing will.” #&

A Proposal to Move the Hook Mill in East Hampton to Cedar Street

he photo here was taken from North Main 

Street, East Hampton looking north down 
the hill to the railroad trestle overpass. You can 
see it clearly on the left in the background. 

Since truck clearance is only 10° going under 
the underpass, there have been occasions 
where the top of trucks have hit the overpass 
and even become lodged there. 

A series of large metal panels adorn the 
side of the overpass to warn truckers of the 
problem. In the past, there was a single yellow 
sign just before the underpass reading 10-FOOT 
LOW CLEARANCE. It hasn’t done any good. 

As a result of the continuing need to repair 
the metal panels on the side of the underpass, 
the village has put up these two giant 10-FOOT 
LOW CLEARANCE signs before you reach that 
last sign. It hasn’t helped. Last week, another 
truck banged into the overpass. 

I think the real problem is the fact that Hook 
Mill, the historic symbol of the town, sits 
directly behind two of these three yellow signs 
and distracts drivers from noticing the 10-FOOT 
LOW CLEARANCE warnings. 

The solution is to move the windmill away 
from there. It could go on North Main Street 
on the other side of the overpass where, on 


Cedar Street, we have a historic farm museum 
that’s just opened. The mill would do fine in 
that museum. And then it will be perfectly clear, 
even to the most distracted of truck drivers,

that there is a 10-foot clearance after the three 
yellow warning signs and, as a result, the trucks 
will once and for all stop driving into the side of 
the overpass. @&

I thought about this the other day when I 
learned that the Southampton School Board is 
considering changing the name of Columbus 
Day to Indigenous Day on its official calendar. 

Honor the Indians, the indigenous people. 

Well, frankly, were they the original indigenous 
people? Why not whiz back even further? 

And who does the human race, this arrogant 
race, think it is to decide who is indigenous and 
who not? . 


In recent years here on the East End, humans 
bandy about the word indigenous about 
everything. Bamboo was brought here from 
the Far East by landscapers. Its roots hog 
the underground so the indigenous plant life 
here can’t deal with it. We have mute swans.

Entries for both are only accepted online, 
through DansLitPrize.com, where you'll also 
find the contest rules, videos and speeches and 
keynote addresses from prior award ceremonies 
at Guild Hall, our collection of digital books 
_ containing all past entrants, and the groups and 
individuals who are participating and helping to 
make this competition a success... 

The competition closes on August 12, which 
gives our judges time to tally their final votes 
and determine the winners in time for the gala 
awards ceremony. This grand celebration takes 
place on Thursday, September 1 at the John 
Drew Theater at Guild Hall in East Hampton, 
where the first-prize winners, runners-up and 
Judges Choice Awards are presented for each 
competition. The winner of the Dan’s Papers 
$6,000 Literary Prize for Nonfiction is awarded 
$5,000; and $3,000 goes to the top choice in the 


Dan’s Papers $4,000 Emerging Young Writers 
Prize for Nonfiction.

It was a gray day and | sat on 
a bench and painted. I wanted a 
certain mood—the perspective 
moves the eye along in a way 
that creates that mood. It was off- 
season, so there are no people, and 
I wanted the viewer to be almost 
unaware of the paint. Sargent a 
friend of my father [the sculptor 
Robert Winthrop White] and Winslow Homer 
really knew how to do that. 

You say that you’re better known 
for oil and gouache. Where does watercolor 
fit in? 

Historically, watercolor came first, along 
with drawing,. but I regarded it for some time 
as my least adept medium. It’s tricky, especially 
for a colorist. It’s a subtractive medium as 
opposed to additive, such as oil, which 
accommodates layering, impasto, glaze. 
Some watercolorists like to draw sketches 
first or include lines in the actual painting, 
but I don’t. My father objected to using pencil, 
and Sargent said if you use it at all, use it

sparingly. Self-confidence and self- 
doubt show themselves in watercolor. 
I enjoy the spontaneity, the speed, of 
watercolor. I use special brushes, Series 
7 Kalinski sable, though they’re hard to find, 
and expensive. 

A few years ago the Long Island Museum 

of American Art, History and Carriages in 
Stony Brook hosted an exhibition, Four 
Generations of Whites. How do you see your 
heritage? 

It’s five generations—my sons, painters and 
sculptors, were in a more recent show at the 
Art League of Long Island. I see my artistic 
legacy as coming from both my mother’s and 
my father’s side. My maternal grandfather was 
the Dutch painter and stained glass 
artist Joep Nicolas. My mother, 
Claire Nicolas White, is a poet, 
novelist, memoirist and translator. 
One of many other influential 
people in my life was Robert Kulicke 
[d. 2007], a renaissance artist, who 
was a painter, goldsmith, teacher, 
businessman and innovative frame 
designer. He taught that all work 
was related. As an artist I not only 
draw and paint, including trompe 
l'oeil, | do welding, sculpture, 
jewelry design and stained glass. 
How might you explain your life as an artist 
and your years as gymnastics coach for the 
Brown University women’s varsity team, 
and as a stage acrobat and doing stunt 
work for national commercials and film and 
television? 

It’s important to do something entirely 
different. I recently gave a talk at the Stony 
Brook Center for Integration of Business 
Education and Humanities called “Why on Earth 
Should I Study Art in Business School?” I spoke 
about how art was strategic for Steve Jobs and 
other business CEOs in stimulating creativity 
and aiding in decision-making. Jobs said taking 
classes in calligraphy, learning about fonts and 
the spacing of letters, had been important for 
him in design. @&.

Spring Cleanup Tips for a Great Outdoors 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


After pruning ornamental 
grasses and_ roses, tree 
and shrub pruning comes 
next. I prune my own trees 
but suggest that clients 
V EW use a reliable arborist for 
their trees. 
My team prunes shrubs 
GARDEN and A LOT of hydrangeas. 
At this time of year I prune 
Annabells, Incrediballs, Pee 
Gees Tardivas and Limelights. My preferred method 
of pruning these shrubs is to cut them to within 
one or two buds from the ground. I have had great 
success with this method. The plants regrow into 
larger plants than the previous year and produce 
large flowers. This method sometimes frightens 
clients and I restrain myself but the results are 
defiantly better with my method. 
Pee gees, tardivas and limelights are often grown 
as “trees.” | prune these by removing dead, injured 
or diseased branches (the primary pruning rule) and 


by thinning branches and any that are growing into - 


the interior of the plant. Sometimes larger branches 
need to be removed to keep the shape of the “head” 
maintained. Then | cut the branches to two buds 
from its beginning point. This sometimes frightens 
clients but then I point put the length of last year’s 
growth, which is 3-4’ on the larger branches. 

These are the hydrangeas that can be pruned in 


spring. If you prune others you 
will be cutting off this year’s 
flowers. It’s tempted to prune 
other shrubs after having such 
a rewarding time with the 
hydrangeas—but be careful. 

I cut buddleia down to 2-3 
buds from the ground unless 
the plant is old and has not 
been cut. Then I begin slowly 
removing old branches and 
reducing remaining ones. One 
must know if the plant blooms 
on “old” wood or “new” wood, 
meaning, were the flower buds 
for this year produced last 
year or will they be produced 
this year? If you don’t know, 
research is necessary. 

After shrub pruning comes 
cleaning the rest of the garden—cutting back 
perennials and removing remaining annual residue 
and weeds. I suspect that the crop of weeds this 
spring will be substantial due to the warm winter. | 
don’t use herbicide, so we will be pulling and hoeing. 

If your beds have edges, this is the time to refresh 
them. At several estates where | work, other trades 
people cut the edges and often they are VERY deep, 
perhaps 4-5.” An edge needs to be cut below the 
grass and just enough to define the line. It doesn’t 
need to be a trough! 

Dividing and transplanting can be done at this

time, except for peonies and 
bearded iris. Roses are difficult 
to transplant and some don’t 
survive, so be very sure 
transplanting is necessary and 
realize that the plant might not 
survive. 

The cover crop you sical 
in your vegetable garden last 
year should be turned over 
now. Turn pieces completely 
over. They will need to lie 
about two weeks before the 
| . garden can be worked. 

If you didn’t plant a cover 
crop, compost can be applied 
“now. I don’t dig mine in, but 
leave it on top of the soil to 

be worked by the soil critters. 

Worm castings are a very good 
soil amendment to any garden at this time of year. 
I don’t like to use fertilizer preferring compost and 
worm. castings unless a client insists. 

While you are doing your spring cleanup, I hope

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Jim Breuer Returns to Long Island Roots

ong Island’s Jim Breuer will return home on 

Saturday, April 16, when he bring his signature 
stand-up comedy to the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center. 

“Last year’s show was one of the best shows | had,” 
says Breuer of his previous stop at Westhampton. 
“I love my fans,” he continues, noting that he’s 
honored when people tell him that they’ve seen him 
multiple times. 

Breuer grew up in Valley Stream. He rose to 
comedic fame as a cast member on Saturday Night 
Live, and became known for his recurring role as Goat 
Boy. He later delved into movies, starring alongside 
Dave Chappelle as the character Brian in the 1998 
cult classic Half Baked. In his stand-up routines, 
Breuer is widely credited with pioneering heavy- 
metal comedy. His routines play off the rock world, 
and he does impersonations of iconic musicians. “I’m 
there to make you laugh hard, but I’m clean,” he says 
of his shows. 

Not only is Breuer’s comedy family-friendly, it’s 
family-based. “I hit deeper family issues, whether 
it’s elderly parents, raising teenage kids or being 
married,” he says of his material. “I don’t go topical. 
I] don’t go political. It'll be a good night out where 
you don’t have to think a lot.” He does, however, “go 
topical” in a geographic sense when he returns to 
the Island. “This is the only place in the world where 
I can do really local stuff,” says Breuer. “I know the 
culture of the Hamptons; between Nassau County 


and Suffolk County; North Shore, 
South Shore. I get it all. It’s in me. 
[Long Island is] like another child, 
a brother,” he says of his affinity 
for his home. 

Breuer’s love of the area 
doesn’t just pertain to geographic 
stereotypes. He avidly cheers 
for the New York Mets, who play 
in nearby Queens. Opening Day 
of the Mets 2016 season is this 
weekend, and Breuer says, “I don’t 
expect anything less than being 
in the World Series.” Last year, 
Breuer combined his love of the 
Mets with his love of comedy by 
recording post-game videos; and 
he plans to do that again after 
every game in 2016. “All 170-plus of 
them,” says Breuer, emphasizing 
again that he expects the team

regular season. 

Aside from the Mets, Breuer’s other passion is 
heavy metal. Underscoring his love of the genre, 
Breuer will release his first hard rock album, Songs 
from the Garage, on May 27. 

“I grew up in the ’80s listening to bands like Van 
Halen. To this day when I hear that music, | get 
excited and it gets me going.” Breuer is a family 
man with three kids, and he found it hard to balance 
the role of dad with being a hardcore hard metal 


fan. “Now that I have a family, I 
can’t relate to the lyrics,” says 
Breuer of today’s rock albums. 
“My life isn’t dreary. It’s great 
and fun and challenging.” Instead 
of waiting for someone to come 
out with an album for guys like 
him, Breuer decided to release his 
own. “To me, the album is hard 
rock and a little bit of heavy metal 
with a little bit of a smile. Not a 
snicker. A smile.” The all-original 
album is all musical, no stand-up. 
Rob Caggiano from Volbeat and 
Anthrax played on and produced 
gthe album; and Brian Johnson 
2from AC/DC is featured on two 
3 tracks. Reflecting on both his 
= music and his family role, “there's 
a song called ‘Raising Teenage 
é Girls.’ I think that explains a lot,” 
he says. 

Album pre-sales will be available 
at the Westhampton Beach show. “Just don’t miss 
it,” he says of the routine. “You’re going to be that 
person that says ‘darn it; I can’t believe | didn’t 


go to it.”

Bay Street Summer Season Is Hot!

ay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the 

Arts’s summer Mainstage season has become a 
major summer attraction. With a focus on new works 
and exciting productions of beloved favorites, Artistic 
Director Scott Schwartz has worked to maintain Bay 
Street’s sterling reputation and establish it as one 
of the most progressive and impressive regional 
theaters in, this, its 25th anniversary year. This 
season offers a world premiere, a romance with 
a timely theme and an innovative production of a 
classic musical.

Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor 


The season kicks off on May 31 with the world 
premiere of The Forgotten Woman, by Jonathan Tolins 
and directed by Noah Himmelstein. Billed as “High 
Notes. High Art. High Maintenance,” by Bay Street, 
The Forgotten Woman tells the story of Margaret 
Meier, an up-and-coming opera singer on the verge 
of stardom. When a charismatic reporter shows up at 
her hotel room for an interview, Margaret is forced to 
take a hard look at her life, from her career ambitions 
to her troubled marriage. The Forgotten Woman runs 
through June 19. 


The themes of religious prejudice 
and racism drive much of the action 
in “The Last Night of Ballyhoo,” but 
it’s romantic, light and witty. 


The operatic dysfunction gives way to a more 
innocent time on June 28 with The Last Night of 
Ballyhoo, by Alfred Uhry and directed by Will 
Pomerantz. The Last Night of Ballyhoo tells the story 
of the Freitags, a Jewish family living in Atlanta, 
Georgia in December 1939. The Freitags have largely 
abandoned Jewish tradition, instead assimilating 
to fit in with other upper crust families in their 
community. The widowed Boo and her daughters, 
intellectual Sunny and starry-eyed Lala, are looking 
forward to their country club’s annual Ballyhoo, a 
cotillion ball. When Sunny meets and falls for Joe, a 
proud Jewish man who is taken aback by the family’s 
self-racism, she begins to explore what her Jewish 
identity means to her and her family. The themes 


of religious prejudice and racism drive much of the 
action in The Last Night of Ballyhoo, but it’s romantic, 
light and witty and should prove to be a hit with the 
East End theater crowd. The Last Night of Ballyhoo 
runs through July 24. 

The Mainstage season’s final show opens on 
August 2 with a special, scaled-down version of 
Lerner and Loewe’s My Fair Lady, directed by Michael 
Arden. Featuring a smaller cast and a two-piano 
arrangement, this classic will feel fresh and exciting 
to newcomers and seasoned musical theater vets 
alike. My Fair Lady is the story of cockney street girl 
Eliza Doolittle and Professor Henry Higgins, who fall 
in love when Higgins sets out to transform Eliza into 
a lady fit for society. The show is known for beloved 
songs like “I Could Have Danced All Night,” “On the 
Street Where You Live” and “Just You Wait (Henry 
Higgins).” My Fair Lady runs through August 28. 


Bay Street’s Mainstage season may be the main 
attraction, but they also have great programming 
this spring. The theater will hold its 3rd Annual New 
Works Festival from April 29-May 1, showcasing four 
new plays in various states of development. One of 
the highlights will be The Man in the Ceiling, a musical 
with a book by East Hampton’s own Jules Feiffer 
and music/lyrics by acclaimed composer Andrew 
Lippa. Other works include The Roommate, by Jen 
Silverman; Community, by Stephen Kaplan; and From

Long Has This Been Going On, an evening of laughs

My husband 
and I only had each other and our love of wine to 
sustain us... 

There were three library wines on offer: the 
2001 Estate Selection Merlot, the 2004 Estate 
Selection Cabernet Franc and the 
2009 Perle Chardonnay. 

Of course we started with the white. This 
chardonnay is 100% chardonnay grapes. What is 
at once noteworthy is its bright color—golden 
with a bit of green. And then its flavor—a classic 
style chardonnay with hints of ripe papaya, kiwi, 
apricots and honeysuckle. And not too much 
oak—just the right amount—from its months in 
French barriques. Its tame acidity and its maker 
Roman Roth promise “a tremendous longevity.” 

If, like me, you’re not a chardonnay, fan 
generally, just buy a case of this so you always 
have it on hand when company demands 
chardonnay—and you won’t mind joining 
them for a glass. It'd pair nicely with light, 
fruity appetizers or chicken salad. 

We sampled the merlot next. It’s made 
from 100% merlot grapes from WoOlffer’s 
oldest vines. The deep red color promises 
and delivers a full-bodied warmth. This 
classic Bordeaux style merlot is handily 
paired with food. Tobacco notes and well- 
integrated tannins invite a substantial repast. 


2012 Cool as 


last because I found it to have pronounced spicy 
notes. I enjoyed its layers of tannins and cassis 
flavor. It’s a wine I'd prefer to concentrate on, rather 
than mixing it up with others in succession through a 
meal. I guess if ] indulged in cigar smoking, this might 
be a standby beverage. 

I generally stop after three tastings since | 
don’t cracher, so rather than indulging in a 
glass of my current favorite Wd6lffer wine—the 
Well Brut Sparkling Blanc 
de Blanc, I bought a bottle of it and took it 
home for later. I need to assuage grief— 
last month, while dining at W6lffer Kitchen 
in Sag Harbor, I asked for a glass of Cool as 
Well and was informed that it was not 
on their menu! It’s always on my “menu” 
at home when I! don’t have time to cook— 
it pairs spectacularly with Conca 
D’Oro’s pizza. 

I also picked up 
the 2015 rosé—because it’s not just 
for high summer in the Hamptons. 
In fact, it pairs swimmingly with 
the dishes I’ve = been preparing 
lately from the new cookbook Israel 
Eats (Gibbs Smith) by Steven Rothfeld. 
These include hummus and_ dishes 
rich with anchovies, olives and eggs. @@
